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Lake Group Seeks Source of Contamination

Alarmed by an unusually high bac- 
teria count in the south bay of Lake 
Maragrethe, representatives of the lake 
property owners are now in the 
process of trying to determine the 
source of possible water contamina- 
tion. 

The poiiution issue was a major 
item of discussion at the season's 
final meeting of the Lake Margrethe 
Property Owners’ Association, Satur- 
day, September 2, in the St. Francis 
Episcopal Church Hall. With some 60 
members and guests present, the 
meeting was the most heavily attend- 
ed of the year. 

Chairman Rex Moulton of the Asso- 
ciation's Conservation Committee re- 
ported that water samples taken in 
August showed a count of 4,300 fecal 
coliform and 9,200 total coliform bac- 
teria per 100 millimeters ot water at 
the mouth of a small creek that flows 
into the fake from swampy ground

Role of the County 
Social Services Board

As it was explained in last 
week's issue, historically, in 
Michigan - Social Services 
Boards date back to the days 
before Michigan became a 
state. Through the years, es- 
pecially with the dramatic eco- 
nomic crisis cf the Great De- 
pression, these duties of ihe 
Social Services Boards have 
gradually shifted from service 
delivery and direct client con- 
tact to that of administrative 
policy-making and advisory re- 
sponsibilities. 

The Board Member represents 
the “total community” when he 
accepts his responsibilities in 
the welfare system. He repre- 
sents the taxnaver, the Board of 
Commissioners, but in a more 
direct sense - he represents the 
clients to be served since they 
too are members of his com- 
munity. In recent years, the 
Welfare Department has been 
developing into a Social Ser- 
vices Department which actual- 
ly encompasses a much broader 
scope of social aids to the “total 
citizenry", in many cases re- 
gardiess of the need for public 
monetary assistance.

To quote from the Social 
Services Board Handbook, “A 
Social Service Board member 
represents the “conscience of 
society” as he attempts to deal 
honestly with the human prob- 
lems and needs created by the 
economic and social complexi- 
ties ot modern lite 

The Buaid consists of three 
members who must be resi- 
dents of the county. Board 
members are not allowed to 
serve as Director or an em- 
ployee of the department. The 
law further stipulates that a 
board member may not hold 
other elective public office. 

Two members are appointed 
by the County Board of Com- 
missioners and one by the State 
Department Director. Members 
are appointed at the October 
sessions of the Commissioners 
and are expected to assume 
their duties by November 1st of 
the year in which they are 
appointed. Board members are 
required to take an oath of 
office and this oath is filed with 


the County Clerk, as part of the . 


quaiificaiion ior office.

3. Bag Limits: 1 a day. 1 in possession. 2 for the season. 

4. Areas open to Hunting: Alger. Chippewa [except Drummond 
Island], Delta, Luce, Mackinac. Marquette. Schoolcraft 
counties. 


The remainder cf the state is closed to hunting for 
sharp-tailed grouse.

What is High Blood Pressure? 


More than 23 million Ameri- 
vais Have High BiGGG Pressure. 
In Michigan alone it is esti- 
mated that approximately one 
million people have high blood 
pressure. 

What is high blood pressure? 
Blood pressure is the force of 
the blood against the walls of 
the arteries: everyone has blood 
pressure. This force is generat- 
ed by the heart as it pumps 
DIOOd 10 all parts ot the body. 
The blood musi be squeezed 
through miles of blood vessels - 
some cf them. arterioles, are so 
narrow they can be seen only 
with a microscope. This squeez- 
ing creates resistance to the 
flow of blood and pressure 
builds up that pushes against 
the blood vessel wails. 

Normally. the body regulates 
biood pressure so there is just 
the right amount and speed of 
blood flow to reach all the body 
tissues and helps keep them 
healthy. But in the case of 
hypertension, the body's built- 
in controls fail. for some un- 
known reason, and let the blood 
pressure go up and stay at un- 
healthy levels. High blood pres- 
sure adds to the workload of the 
heart and arteries. Thus, the 
heart must pump with more 
force. and the arteries must 
carry blood that is moving under 
greater pressure. If high blood 
pressure continues for a long 
time. the heart and arteries may 
not function as well as they 
should and other body organs 
May at80 be alffevied. Bivud 
pressure then becomes a des- 
tructive force which can damage 
vital organs and can lead to 
stroke. heart and kidney failure. 

Your upper arm is the most 
convenient place to take a blood 
pressuig feadiny =" Yur yuu 
should realize that your blood is 
also pressing in every tiny 
arteriole throughout your entire 
body, in your eyes, brain, heart. 
kidney. etc. When the nurse or 
Physician takes your blood 
pressure, they are measuring 
how hard the blood is pushing 
against the vessel walls. The 
pressure of the main ariery in 
your arm gives the-doctor or 
nurse a good idea of your 

overall body blood pressure. 

To take your blood pressure, 
the nurse wraps a cuff around 
your arm. The cuff is connected 
to a pressure meter that mea- 
sures the two Jevels of your 
blood pressure. The nurse 
pumps the cuff full of air which 
temporarily squeezes your arm 


‘artery closed and stops the 


pulse. Then she slowly lets air 
out of the cuff and listens very 
carefully with the stethoscope 
to hear when the pulse starts 
again; she recor¥s this pres-

hears the pulse and fecords this 
pressure. The first measure- 
ment is of the arterial pressure 
during the peak force of the 
heart heat, (Systolic blood nras- 
sure).

Political campaigns are always curi- 
ous things, but the campaign in 
Michigan this year may be curiouser 
than most. 

That assessment is based on early 
feturns from top candidates about the 
campaign themes they will be hitting 
hardest. In Michigan, it seems that 
attendance will be a major issue. And 
that's where the plot thickens. 

Republican Gov. William Milliken is 
being challenged by Democratic State 
Sen. William Fitzgerald, who has been 
in the Michigan Legislature for eight 
years. In the recent Republican state 
convention, Gov. Milliken — usually 
Pictured as the mild-mannered Boy 
Scout type of politician — came out 
uncharacteristically swinging both fists 
at opponent Fitzgerald, and dwelling 
heavily on Fitzgerald’s record in the 
Legistature. 
he had one of the worst of all atten- 
dance records, missing 1,625 roll call 
votes,” Milliken claimed. “In 1873, he 
missed nearly half the votes and had the 
worst record of all but one of the 110 
House members. 

“His record in the Senate was even 
worse. One year he missed more than 


nf tha crall aall uatan and fae 
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the past two years has had the worst 
record of all but two of the 38 senators.” 

The Milliken message was clear: If his 
opponent isn’t even an the job in the 
Legislature, how can he be trusted to 
work in the Governor's office?

Meanwhile, across the state, another 
political convention was being heid, 
this one by tie Democrats. Carl Levin, 
the Democratic candidate for U.S. 
Senate, was taking off in equally 
acerbic terms about his opponent, 
Republican Sen. Robert P. Griffin. 

You may recall the Griffin script: 
Early in 1977, Griffin announced his 
intention to retire from the Senate. He 
wouldn't run again in 1978, Griffin said. 
And the line of would-be successors 
formed at both the right and the left. 

Then, early in 1978, Griffin changed 
his mind and decided to run after all. It 
is alléged that” Gov. Milliken urged 
Griffin to change his mind, and he did.

Levin apparently. senses an especially 
soft spot in Griffin's record on the issue 
of attendance in the Senate, and he took 
out after Griffin on that score. In a fiery 
{for Levin} speech to-his fellow Demo- 
crats, Levin sounded like Milliken as he 
told them what Griffin was doing during 
that year he was a veritable self-pro- 
claimed lame duck: 

“What he did was to take a walk,” 
Levin claimed. “He missed over 200 roll 
call votes after he declared his intention 
to run... and he had the worst atten- 
dance record of any senator who didn’t 
die in office (in 1977},” Levin said.

So there you have ii spelled out: One 
of the most important issues in the top 
campaigns in Michigan this year ap- 
parently will be attendance. 

However, it depends on which cam- 
paign you’re talking about. Democrats 
and Reoubiicans atike whi nave io be 
mighty careful when they roll out their 
campaign rhetoric that they don't 
stumble and a Democrat attack Fitz- 
gerald’s attendance record, or a Repu- 
blican take on Griffin’s on-the-job 
record. 

Here's a bi-partisan idea: In the spirit 


Milliken could share a speech writer. 
The same writer could whip up a 
humdinger about the evils of not 
tending to the job, and deliver a copy to 
Levin and another to Milliken, and then 
they could just fill in the name where 
appropriate — either Griffin or Fitz- 
gerald. 

That way they could shave the saiary 
of one speech writer, and turn the 
money over to some worthy charity — 
such as the state treasury. 

Maybe attendance is over-rated any- 
way. I've seen a lot of public officials 
who would have served the public better 
by staying away from the job. Maybe we 
have too many public officials attending 
to our public business too much of the 
time as it is. 

As the old political philosopher once 
said: 

“Sure, we have a lot of government, 
But thank goodness they don’t give us 
all the government we're paying for.”

VA Aieris 
Veterans On 
Free Burial 


The Veterans Administration 
has no connection with any 
cemetery offering so-called free 
burial space to a veteran. This 
reminder was issued ioday 
because of advertisements and 
tetters making offers of free 
space circulating in the state 

The messages usually state 
that there are 29 million veter- 
ans and only two million burial 
sites in National Cemeteries. At 
this time the VA is planning 
more sites and even new ceme- 
teries in states where none are 
located. 

A VA spokesman pointed out 
that the VA provides burial 
allowances of $250 for any hon- 
orably discharged veteran, and 
an additional $150 for a plot 
aliowance, if the veteran is not 
buried in a national cemetery. 

The VA does not have any 
control over private cemeteries 
which advertise free plots for a 
veteran, However, it advised the 
veteran to sead all of the ma- 
terial carefully, for in some 
cases while the space may be 
free there are other require- 
ments. These range from an 
additional purchase for a mem- 
ber of the veteran's family to 
requirements for an expensive 
vault. as well as expenses of 
opening and closing the grave 
site.
